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“ne former Lindenau Shipyards in Klaipeda is operating and employs 
850 corkers. The cirector is a Jewish engineer. Three slips and 

their accompanying cranes have been rebuilt and are in operation. 

Hach slip can accomodate ships up to 3,000 tons. 


2, A medium-sized crane with o lifting capacity of 60 tons still lics 
in the channel in front of the yards where it was sunie when the 
Germans left the city in 1944. Two floating docks with a capacity 
ef $,000 tons each wero evacuated at the same tine and sunk; it is 
not known where. 


3. The Soviete have rebuilt the entire southern part of the old wharf 
and the part of th* wharf between the slips and the equipment 
narvoor for administration buildin.s. The Yorner aerministration 
puilding at the mouth of the Dance River was destroyed during the 
yor and has not been rebuilt. - : 


4, The bic wide-angled movable cranc with 19 ton lifting capacity 
on the south side of the harbor is in operation. The shipyard 
hospital is located on the spot where the director's home fornerly 
stood. 


3, The former ship and machine construction . sheds south of the slips 
have been repaired. In addition,two new sheds about 390 x 195 feet 
pach have been built in the former fort area. They are south of 
she former fort proper, anc are located approximately at the spot 

where the small shed of the Gernan Navy equipnent shop usec to be 
located. These small sheds were destroyed when Mlaipeda wus 
evacuated in 19h. Both contain many new machines for builcing 
motors. 4nother shed of the same size has ben built cirectly east 
of the equipment harbor. Its purpose is not knowns 
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The two roed bricres over the Dange are still vestroyed. They are 
swing bridges and the Mange charnel is not navigable east of the 
Fourse Eridve.e The railwey bricge over the Dare is in order.

The ecuipmont harbor has been dredged ant resdicd for larger 
operations, The former winter harbor v.ere the German submarines 
used to berth has been rebuilt and in cjcration, Tt could be 
used as a submarine base. 


Tne entire harbor area including the shipyards has been enciosed 


inside a wall and is off Llirits to the .ovmspcople. There are no 
nore Germans among the yard workers.
